[Text] The Hand of Moscow 


There is no way to deny that Moscow plays a role or tries hard to play a role 
every place where there is a crack in the capitalist system, a syscem which is 
competitive by definition and inevitably produces failures. Where it is emrt, 
the system salvages failures by organizing what is appropriately called "social 
security." Where working capital remains impervious to the notion of social wel- 
fare and remains unyielding, hardhearted and unfeeling, such as in Latin America, 
there is no need of Moscow for ruthless conflict to break out such as nowadays in 
El Salvador. 


People in Africa have no idea of the intensity and the horrifying nature of that 
struggle, a struggle in which there is a question of dying if one cannot win 
because people there have had enough of being beaten, imprisoned, assassinaced 

in broad daylight, or reported missing. So it is a question of survival. But 

the Moscow myth dies hard. However, when you look closely, rebellion in this 
region has always historically turned out to be a calling of the people, and it 
has always been repressed by assassins with the assistance of the same superpower. 
Do we have to be reminded of the ABC (Argentina, Brazil, Chile) revolutions? Do 
we have to run through the names of the Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Mexico, 
Guatemala, Peru, Paraguay, Colombia, and Venezuela? All have their lists of 
martyrs stamped USA. The most famous martyrs are Allende (Chile), Charlemagne 
Peralte (Haiti), and Sandino (Nicaragua), but let there be no mistake about the 
fact that there is an immense heap of bones spread out under the seal of the Stars 
and Stripes. 


Three nations have escaped, three out of twenty, and international communism is 
accused of being responsible. However, when Zapata broke with liberal Madero 

in the name of the “peones," Lenin was still writing vague treatises in exile. 

And when General Calles undertook to rid Mexico of everything that « selled of 
sacristy incense, Lenin's revolution was involved in the NEP [New Economic Policy]. 
The International was not yet born, and its prophet Trotsky was going to be swept 
from the Russian scene. 





When Sandino was making American Marines chase him from mountein to mountain 
until he wae killed by a Nicaraguan officer named Somoga, people in Latin America 
did net know what the Soviets were and the International wae not yet born, 


When Castro's attack on the Moncada barracks wae launched it was the work of stu- 
dents led by a middle-class lawyer who had not read Marx, At the end of 1958, 
only a few weeks before the revolution's triumph, the general etrike in Havana 
declared by Castro fatlled because of the communist apparatus which had refused to 
atay put. The communists flew to the a°sistance of a victory imposed not by 
doctrinaire types but by the peasantry of the Sterra Maestra and Oriente Province, 


At that time Castro had not yet read one line of Lenin and he refused the commun- 
ists access to power until the American blockade and eporadic raids financed by 
the United States forced him to look for help and protection from the Soviete. 


At the time the latter could easily have done without playing an umbrella role 

from so far away, a role which forced them to keep 4 non-stop supply fleet in the 
air between Moscow and Havana for four yare and, in addition, to spend nearly a 
billion rubles a year in the form of various kinds of assiatance to Cuba. That was 
the reason for Khrushchev's attempt to make Cuba independent of the long umbil- 
ical cord by setting up missiles in 1962, As we know, Kennedy reacted, but he 

was unable to achieve a return to the Yalla clauses invoked these days by Reagan 

to deplore the liberation of Nicaragua and claim the right to wipe out El Salvador.

If the small planter's sa) || crops is not enough for him to pay for 
annual “replacement™ in clothing material for his wife and children or the little 
annual surplus for the Lord and "la filesta"=-that is all it takes for hearts heavy 
with sorrow to burst and for the palace gates to be taken by storm. 


People will say, “Africa is patient!" and that is true. But if statistics of well- 
being dip down sharply it is possible that the younger generation will no longer 
consider patience to be a virtue. We suggest that people think about the fact that 
this cruel war is being waged in El Salvador after 150 years of nominal inde- 
pendence. It is not happening under the rule of foreign colonials but under the 
rule of the “leading families" in a country where there are only 2 percent Creole 
or European whites versus 92 percent mixed race and 6 percent Amerinds.

CUBAN PORCES SAID TO DRAIN COUNTRY'S ECONOMY

|Text! Luanda, 5 Maye--There are now only six German farmers left in Angola. 
Seven years ago there were still about 200 of them. They fled the country after 
the Portuguese revolution in 1974 when civil war erupted in the former overseas 
province in 1975-76 and once it became evident that Portuguese chief of state 
Admiral Rosario was on the side of the Communists. Using Cuban troops the Soviet 
Union then installed a communist regime, the MPLA. Since they had ostensibly 
been abandoned the deserted coffee, cotton, corn and sisal plantations were 
expropriated. There was no mention of compensation for the owners. 


The expropriations are still going on. Although they had remained in the country 
some German farmers had their farms taken from them. The alleged reason was that 
the farms were “not being properly kept up" or they were situated “in unsafe 
territory." But “proper upkeep" is impossible since the regime's policies do not 
guarantee either obtextion of spare parts for implements, artificial fertilizers, 
or insecticides. Moreover, the regime considers farmiand a means of production that 
should not be in private hands. Consequently it is turning the screw even on the 
last private farmers. The country is five times the size of the FRG. Probably 
more than half of it constitutes “unsafe territory" and the reason for that is that 
a majority of the nearly six million Angolans is opposed to the regime. German 
farmers cannot be held liable either for the communist regime's policies or for 
the people's refusal of them. So they still expect compensation. 


But those so affected in Angola complain that the federal government in Bonn is 
unconcerned about compensation for confiscated German property. Even the FRG 
itself is affected. The German consul ceneral's residence was likewise expro- 
priated by Angola's government as “abanJoned property" when he was summoned from 
Luanda by Bonn in 1975. (It was later leased to the Danish Government as a 
residence for its ambassador.) Compensation? No way. After numerous demarches 
Bonn's ambassador was given a dilapidated dwelling to reside in. He and his wife 
had already spent an entire year in a small run-down hotel room. What's more, 

the dwelling had been seized from a German owner and the FRG is now paying Angola's 
regime rent for it. 


Despite Angole's ref sal to consider the justified claims of German citizens and 
its demeaning treatment of the FRG, Bonn still has not been kept from establishing 














diplomettec relations with Angola. Sonn differs in this regard from the United 
States and some African countries that refuse Angola r. cognition as long as the 
goverment is shored up by Cuban troops. Bonn aleo differs from the majority of 
\friean countries that have recognized Angola but still haven't sent any ambassador 
there, France, Great Britain and the Netherlands aleo have embassies in Angola 
juet as the FRG. Ambassadors trom other European Community countries only travel 
to Angola to present their letters of credence and to take their de, rture. 
Otherwise they are accredited in other African capitals and couldn't care less 
about Angola. 


Not so the FRG. It has submitted to the Angolan Government “a whole package” 

of proposals for German bilateral devel pment assistance. But diplomats in Luanda 
report that ambassador Dunker has not been received by the appropriate Angolan 
authorities for substantive talks on Germany's offer of assistance. True, after 
making him wait for practically a year, he did get to talk with two or three 
ministers. But he etill hasn't got to talk with any members of the party's central 
committee who are in charge of the government anc who alone are capable of rendering 
decisions. As Bonn sees it, Angola cannot qualify for development assistance as 
long as it refused to accept the Berlin clause in @ corresponding agreement. At 
any rate that's the way it's been so far. Western diplomate are currently snickering 
over the fact that Bonn's ambassador, acting on instructions naturally, must now 
apparently try to determine whether ‘: is possible to provide German development 
assistance “below the treaty level,” i.e., sane the Berlin clause. 


That is hard to swallow after all the talk ir o. © ‘out the budget situation. 
Money is so scarce that the foreign ministry  onot afford to put a fresh coat of 
paitn on its ambassador's leased quarters vr ‘ese: approve the purchase of a 
water pump for about 3000 marks. The latter wouid enable FRG's representative in 
the People's Republic of Angola to take a bath, something he hasn't done for many 
a day, since the water supply wes cut off long ago and has never beer put back 

in working condition again. 


Development assistance for Angola would result in the FRG also paying Hana for 
the costs of stationing Cuban troops in Angola. After all, those troops are hired. 
As Western diplomats in Luanda have learne., Angola has to pay $1200 per month 

for each of them. Some people calculate the number of Cubans in Angola at 25,000, 
others quote a figure of 20,000. Outlawed opposition parties number the Cubans 

at 30,000. But even if there are only 15,000 of them, and each one costs $1200, 
that would come to 216 million dollars a year. 


Cuba outfits its troops only with uniforms and weapons. Over and above that 
Angola has to pav for whatever is used in the struggle against the opposition: 
ammunition that is fired, ranging from pistol cartridges and bazookas to "Stalin 
organ" missiles; billets, rations, transportation, fuel and “support” for the 
young men. This means that one-fifth to one-third, and maybe even more, of total 
goverament revenue, that can only amount to slightly more than one biliion dollars 
annually, goes towards just the Cubans.

EDITCRLAL DENOUNCES NIGERIAN CLAIMS OF BORDER INCURSIONS

{Text} Sinee January 1981 and particularly in the period between 13 and 23 March 
1981 4 number of articles appeared in the newspapers in Lagos, the capita’ city 
of the Federal Republic of Nigeria, a sister republic bordering on our country. 
These articles spread mlevolent information basically intended to excite sus- 
picion and mistrust between our two nations in the vile hope of creating serious 
tension that would jeopardize the friendship, brotherhood and mutual cooperation 
which exist between our two countries and our two peoples. 


Here are some examples: 


=-<The NATIONAL CONCORD of 13 March 1981 stated that six vehicles, including four 
supposedly registered in the Peoples Republic of Benin, were discovered rudely 
abandoned bv their occupants who were wearing military uniforms. This was 
supposed to have happened in Nigerian territory near the border at Idiroko. 


-=the NATIONAL CONCORD of 18 March stated that the Peoples Republic of Benin de- 
manded possession of the above-mentioned vehicles which belonged, it said, to the 
Peoples Armed Forces of Benin. This demand, according to the newspaper, was made 
by a certain Latenkou Ahmed, Beninese commander of the Lamiteko base in the 
Peoples Republic of Benin. 


—The DAILY TIMES of 19 March 1981 entitles an article: “Troops from Benin occupy 
Nigerian villages." 


--The NIGERIAN TRIBUNE of 19 March 1981 stated for its part that troops from 
Kerekou were invading Nigeria. 


The latter two papers wrote specifically that our armed forces entered the state 
of Sokoto, and more particularly at Ounga Goge, Gulma, and Tung Chadi. 


--The NIGERIAN HERALD of 20 March 1981 published a statement by the Federal Defense 
Ministry which indicated that the federal government was confirming the news that 
Beninese citizens made an incursion into the district of Illo in the state of 
Sokoto. 








w=The DAILY TIMMS of 20 March 1981 demanded action against Benin, citing the 
remarks made by 4 deputy of the ONPP (Great Nigerian Peoples Party] describing 
the situation 46 serious and delicate and caliing on the federal government to 
ereate 4 commission endowed with full powers to depley troops 411 along the 
benino-Nigerian border to meet an imminent invasion, 


~=Finally, the BD ILY SKETCH of 23 March 19861 published a statement from the govern- 
ment of the state of Oye, 4 statement in which Chief Bola Igue said that "Nigeria 
will net give way beiore any power, and if another country drawe her wrath, it will 
be dealt with a6 harshly ae possible," 


The Peoples Republic of Benin in an independent and sovereign state, as is the 
Federal Republic of Nigeria, A:d both of our countries are strongly attached to 
the upholding and safeguarding of their independence, their sovereignty, and their 
territorial indepondence, 


it is also inconceivable that Benin should engage in an effort to destabilize any 
other country, @uch lees Nigeria, an African fraternal estate with which we are 
united both by historical and cultural ties and by traditional good neighborliness. 


The accusations brought against the Beninese state, and the Peoples Armed Forces 
of Benin, in the articles cited above, are the most absurd of fantasies and are 
devoid of any foundation. 


Indeed, the Beninese people know that since the start-up of our revolutionary 
process on 26 October 1972, certain press organs have been manipulated by inter- 
national imperialiem in the cynical aim of discrediting our democratic and 
people's revolution, undermining cooperation between our countries, between Benin 
and all other countries, especially fraternal African countries. 


This is why the noxious and gratuitous allegations made by a hostile press 

against our people cannot in the least shake the firm determination of the Peoples 
Republic of Benin to maintain ties of friendship, brotherhood, and good neighbor- 
linesr with al’ the states of the sub-region. 


Is there any need to recall that the Peoples Republic of Benin wants cooperation 
with all states on the basis of the principles clearly defined in the Platform 
Speech of 30 November 1972, namely noninterference in the internal affairs of 
other states, mutual respect of sovereignty, equality, and territorial integrity.

WEST GERMAN ROLLING STOCK GIVEN TO POLICE

[Text] A ceremony was held yesterday at the Republican Mediation Company in 
Cotonou to mark the handing over of some rolling stock as part of West German 
cooperation with Benin. 


The very simple ceremony, presided over by Comrade Vincent Guezoaje, minister of 
the interior and public security, provided H. E. Dieter Papenfuse, the West German 
ambassador to Benin, the opportunity to turn over to our country officially a gift 
of 20 BMW motorcycles and six UNIMOG trucks. 


In his remarks for the occasion, H. E. Dieter Papenfuss expressed his satisfaction 
with the excellent relations that exist between our two countries despite our 
different political options. Expressiag his satisfaction with cooperation, the 
Cerman diplomat disclosed that this gift constitutes the first instalment of 
German aid in equipping our public security forces, aid which wi)’ reach DM 1 
million, or some 115 million Fr CFA. After indicating that the equipment assis- 
tance that has begun with this gift to our public security forces opens a new page 
in cooperation between our two countries, the German diplomat expressed the hope 
that this equipment will enable our public security forces to be more highly oper- 
ational in the field. 


For his part, Comrade Vincent Guezodje expressed his own pleasure at the excellent 
bilateral relations that exist between our two countries, putting primarmy emphasis 
on the German gift to our public security forces. “At first glance,” he said, “it 
may seem strange. But in fact there is nothing at all strange about this delivery."

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INFORMATION MINISTER DISCUSSES MISSIONS TO SOCIALIST COUNTRIES

[Text}) [Question] Comrade minister, you have just completed a mission to Algeria 
and another to Bulgaria. May we know the purpose of those two missions? 


[Answer] I have just returned from two missions which I headed to the Democratic 
and People's Republic of Algeria and to the Peoples Republic of Bulgaria, in 
connection with our party and our revolutionary state which is anxious to uphold 
the banner of our revolution by militant presence at international meetings on 
subjects of interest to peoples and states struggling to build a more just and 
humane society, and which is also anxious to demonstrate its militant inter- 
nationalism by participating in the life of fraternal parties when events of sig- 
nificance occur. 


So it is in this context that our party responded to the call to participate in 

the world conference held in Algiers from 26-29 March 1981 on the ‘tndcpendcnt and 
peaceful reunification of Korea. This world conference brought together more than 
100 representacives of parties, governments, international organizations, lLibera- 
tion movements, and Korean sympathizers to discuss the situation currently pre- 
vailing in South Korea because of the puppet fascist regime which has been estab- 
lished there by means of terror, torture, and murders of all sorts and by the 
continuing presence of large contingents of foreign troops, who are the real 
obstacle to any process of reunification such as is called for by the greatly 
respected and well-loved leader Kim Il Sung, president of the Peoples Democratic 
Republic of Korea. In fact, at the sixth congress of the Korean Labor Party in 
Pyongyang, President Kim Il Sung formulated in 10 points an important proposal 
deemed to follow logically from the many efforte made thus far to attain the inde- 
pendent and peaceful reunification of Korea. What is proposed is the establishment 
of the Democratic Confederal Republic of Korea. This new proposal is based on: 
recognition of the fact that the process of reunification must be free and un- 
fettered by any external pressure, recognition of the need for the Democratic Con- 
federal Republic of Korea to be neutral, recognition of nonalignment as the guiding 
principle of its foreign policy, respect for democratic principles as a rule of the 
political Life of the Democratic Confederal Republic of Korea, and respect for the 
differences between the two political and socioeconomic systems of the two parts of 
the country. 
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This proposal is designed to assure that the great Korean fatherland will develop 
harmoniously anu peacefully, in dignicy and independence, It won the unanimous 
support of the participants at this world conference for the independent and 
seaceful reunification of Korea organized by that great fraternal party, the 
ational Liberation Front [FLN] Party of the Dewocratic and People's Republic of 
Algeria. Our party, our people, and our revolutionary state, which have always 
supported the just cause of the independent and peaceful reunification of Korea, 
fully support this farsighted proposal of President Kim [1 Sung, the respected 
and well-loved leader of the Korean people, 


[Question] Then, Comrade Minister, after Algiers, you went to the Peoples Repub- 
lic of Bulgaria heading the delegation of our vanguard party--the People's 
Revolution Party of Benin--to the 12th congress of the Bulgarian Communist Party, 
which has just concluded ite labors. Can you tell us, in broad terms, what are 
the results of the deliberations of that congress? 


[Anewer) Indeed, our vanguard party, the Peoples Revolutionary Party of Benin 
[PRPB]), was present at the 12th congress of the Bulgarian Communist Party which 
was held from 31 March to 4 April 1981 in Sofia in the Peoples Republic of 
Bulgaria. 


This congress was of special interest because it set forth the unusually edifying 
record of the building of socialism in the Peoples Republic of Bulgaria on the 
basis of the April line, the general line laid down in April 1956 by the plenum 
of the central committee of the Bulgarian Communist Party. 


This is why the congress was held as a celebration of three anniversaries, namely: 
the 25th anniversary of the April line, the 1,300th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the Bulgarian state, and the 90th anniversary of the foundation of the 
Bulgarian Communist Party.

In this fashion the congress, by unanimous vote, as the voice of 
the profound feelings of the entire Bulgarian people, renewed its unshakeable 
confidence in President Todor Jivkov, by making him not as before the first 
secretary of the Bulgarian Communist Party but the secretary general of the party.

STATISTICS ON NEW PAICV MEMBERS

[Excerpt] After recording the party's 25 percent increase during 1980, according 
to CN [National Council] secretary Comrade Olivio Pires's report on 1980 ad- 
missions, we learned that 13.1 percent are women, 20.3 percent workmen and city 
wage earners, 34.1 percent rural workers and 5.3 percent are small property owners. 
Naturally, the age group up to 30 years continues to be the majority with 47.6 
percent of the regular members. Of these, 34.8 percent are between 30 and 50 years 
of age. Since 1975, the percentage of illiteracy has considerably decreased in the 
party ranks. Today, only 14.8 percent of regular members are still illiterate. 


Social Composition of New Militants 


The social composition of the new members the session admitted yesterday reveals 
the growing significance on national life of the sector of the population directly 
connected with production, 


Of the 393 new militants admitted, 58 percent are, in fact, workers, city wage 
earners and rural laborers. Also, there is an increasing number of women, who 
constitute 15 percent of this total number--while the overall average is 13.1 
percent. At the same time, illiteracy is rapidly decreasing among the first mili- 
tants admitted in 1981: 5 percent. Some 14.8 percent of active party members are 
illiterate.

MERGER OF ALL OPPOSITION PARTIES CONSIDERED UNLIKELY

[Article by B. B.: "“Pehoua Is No Longer ‘'Independent'") 


[Text] The new prime minister will not have an easy task, particularly in the 
political field. He is perfectly aware of the fact that the opposition is no 
longer closing its eyes and intends to take action to put him in difficulty, even 
if this opposition is not yet fully united. However, it is organizing itself. 
Hasn't it just established, on 2 April, a "Provisional Political Council," whose 
purpose is to define a “strategy of common action"? Nevertheless, one should not 
have too many illusions about it. The fusion of all opposition parties is un- 
thinkable, by reason of the numerous differences among the leaders. 


It was expected, for example, that Francois Pehoua, who was in third place in 

the presidential elections (with 5.35 percent of the votes), would join one 
political party or another. He was an independent candidate. No doubt en- 
couraged by his reception by certain intellectual and youth figures, he decided 

to establish the "Independent Group for Political, Economic, Cultural, and Social 
Reflection" (GIR). Pehoua wants to bring together those who have not had any 
answers to their aspirations. However, Pehoua knows that the practice of democracy 
is not yet fully established in everyone's minds. He notes with a certain bitter- 
ness, "Under normal circumstances the political current which it represents would 
have drawn off an important proportion of our citizen's votes." 


The GIR has given itself the objective of "fighting against all forms of domination 
and slavery, whether of external or domestic origin, of watching over respect for 
the rights of man and the rights of nations, and of doing everything to promote 
Central African rebirth." Unfortunately, these good ideas are not enough to 
attract large crowds. Problems of an ethnic order, for example, are not to be 
underestimated. 


With the establishment of the GIR the rupture between Dacko and Pehoua has been 
completed. The congress of the Central African Democratic Union of President 
Dacko will have to or has already taken this situation into account during the 
meeting of this party. This is a congress which is being held after an election 
whose campaign, the Central African chief of state indicated, "degenerated into 
internal quarrels and personal attacks."

WAR IN CHAD HAS BECOME 'WAR OF COMMUNLQUES' 
Paria LE CONTINENT in French 21 Apr 81 p 1 


[Text] In a communique issued to the press in Lagos on Thursday 16 April, 
Batran Adoum Idriss, president of the Popular Movement for the Liberation of 
Chad (MPLT), Moustapha Maitchari Alifa, president of the Western Armed Forces 
(FAO), and Mohamat Saleh Ahmat, commissioner for foreign relations of the 
Northern Armed Forces (Hissein Habre's FAN), announced that their respective 
groups, which are joined together within the "Patriotic Armed Forces," have de- 
cided to withdraw their confidence and support from Hissein Habre. 


In support of this decision, the three factions affirm the desire “to keep strug- 
gling for the coming of an overall political solution for the Chadian tragedy 
which would guarantee Chad's sovereignty, independence, territorial integrity and 
unity.” 


This new episode in the Chad affair shows, on the one hand, the differences of 
opinion about ways and means for a solution to the Chadian tragedy that exist at 
the highest levels of the opposition to the Ndjamena regime, and, on the other 
hand, the game played by certain African states who influence to a greater or 
lesser degree, and often against their will, the positions of the Chadian factions 
which they support. 


The “overall political solution" being proposed by the signers of the Lagos 

comm nique explicitly challenges Hissein Habre's views on the evolution of the 
situation in Chad. Habre rules out any dialogue with the GUNT [Transition Govern- 
ment of National Union] and in fact longs to do away with the political leaderrhip 
currently set up in Ndjamena by means of an armed struggle which he urges all 
Chadians to join. 


Does not this turnaround of Hissein Habre's former friends partake of a political 
operation whose aim is to weaken the Northern Armed Forces leader's current 
position, thus opening the way for several defectors from the above-mentioned 
factions to join the GUNT in the near future? 


Moreover, the fact that the communique from these factions was issued to the 
press in Lagos does not seem to us to be an innocent matter. No more does the 
fact that the retort from those who continue to support Hissein Habre came out 
of Xhartounm. 











In facet, the MPLT denies ite president, Batram Adoum Idries, the right to commit 
the whole movement in his name,

The Execu- 
tive Committee of the MPLT and the PAO indicated on 19 April that the decision taken 
by some of their leaders certainly did not speak for all of the movements as a 
whole.

{Text} Rumors of an attempted coup d'etat against the regime 
of President Ahmed Abdallah, which were immediately denied by 
the authorities in Moroni, (see LE CONTINENT of 6 March) have 
reminded the world of the existence of the Comoro 
Archipelago. The landing of mercenaries in August 1978 had 
cast a veil, isolating thie country from the African 
continent, but it has not brought the prosperity expected by 
opponents of Ali Goilih [as published). There is again talk 
of prisoners and of destabilization attempts, while the 
peasants have named the new regime “The Spendthrift 
Republic.” AFP [French Press Agency!) special correspondent 
Marie-Therese Delboulbes takes stock of the situation. 


Moroni=-Isolated, unknown, unloved, outside of the Indian Ocean's organized tours, 
the Comoros are suffering from an “enclavement” complex, which is a frequently 
recurring theme in the speeches of its leaders. 


However, “the perfume archipelago,” which is made up of four islands (Grande 
Comore, Anjouan, Moheli and rebellious Mayotte) which are lost in the mouth of the 
Mozambique Channel, presents 4 postcard setting. But the easy living that is 
indicated there is, perhaps, somewhat deceptive, like Khartala, the volcano that 
dominates the archipelago, which last erupted in 1977. 


Firet of all, the Comoros are suffering from the turbulent image presented abroad 
by what is called here “the black period”=-the regime of Ali Soilih, between 1975 
and 1978--and by the Landing of Bob Denard's wercenaries who put an end to that 
period on 13 May 1978. 


“There is a difference between the way we are described on the outside and the 
reality here,” complains the minister of foreign affairs, Ali Mroudjae. 


Last month, rumors of an attempted coup d'etat were again circulating in La 
Reunion. They were denied by Mr Mroudjae. 
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On the spot observers, who do not believe there is 4 real threat, nonetheless 
recognise that the opposition ia trying to destabilise the regime of President 
Anmed Abdallah, “the father of independence,” which was unilaterally declared on 6 
July 1975. Abmed Abdallah has been in power again since 21 May 1978, 


Meanwhile, there had been an interval of less than 3 years (August 1975-May 1978) 
during which the Cambodian-style revolution of Ali Soilih disrupted the 
traditional lelamic society of the archipelago: «4 struggle against the feudal 
system of the nobles, popular power in the hands of young people's committees, 
abolition of the veil for women and of some decaying customs, such as “grand 
marriages,” diemieeal of civil servants, burning of government records, ete. It 
was Ali Soilih who first called in the mercenaries who would later overthrow hia 
and bring about hie death during an “attempted escape.” 


Today, remarke of a foreign assistance technician, the same nobles “are fearful of 
the young people” who have tasted power, and who, a8 time goes on, forget the 
excesses of Soilih and remember only the positive elements of hie regime. 


in February, “subversive” cassettes were seized from travelers. They criticised 
the leaders, who were accused of being “servants of imperialies.” Tracts are also 
being passed around, sometiaes coming from abroad, sometimes mimeographed in the 
archipelago. One of them, THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE, appears almost monthly. 


Weapons caches have been found on Grande Comore. Observers believe that they have 
seen there since Soilih's time, but they do not rule out the theory that some of 
them are coming from the army. 


The authorities have arrested more than 100 persons, of whom only 30 to 40 have 
been held. The Comorian prisons contain about 200 to 250 prisoners, according to 
observers; and Mr Mroudjae, who spent 2 years in prison under the old regime, 
resembere with bitterness the campaigns conducted abroad on this point, recalling 
that during the “black period,” “the prisoners were put in empty cisterns.” 


The opposition is unorganized and divided. There are some Marxists, and some men 
iike Said Ali Kemal Ed-Dine, who resigned last July from his post as ambassador to 
France, to establish “a national public health council.” This opposition is 
recruiting, especially among the many people scattered abroad, in Kenya, Zanzibar, 
Tanzania, Madagascar and France. 


Allegiance to the President 


Following the unquestionable unrest that prevailed in February, the leading 
citizens of Grande Comore and Anjouan went, in a delegation, to reaffirm their 
allegiance to President Abdallah, whose custom it is to receive visitors under a 
mango tree in the late afternoon. 


The father of independence has nothing to fear from his adversaries, for the time 
being. He can count on the presidential guard, the PG, which is 300 strong and 
led by 29 former mercenaries, called “military advisers.” The term mercenary 
infuriates Comorian leaders, who for a time, were banished by the OAU, after the 
Bob Denard operation. 
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"Ll do net know of any African country that does not have technical assistants to 
lead the army," stresses Mr Mroudjae, alluding to the Cuban presence, or to that 
of Soviet or Bast German advisers in Angola or elsewhere. 


The PG, wearing black uniforms to create an impression, is more feared than the 
FAC (Comorian Armed Forces), which are 700 strong and trained by about 20 French 
officers and noncommissioned officers under the heading of military cooperation. 


but the most serious probleme for the future lie eleewhere: in political 
ultra*conservatiem, the Mayotte mavericks, economic underdevelopment and the 
runaway increase in population. 


Political parties, which were once very active, have been prohibited for 12 years, 
and the “unified party,” the establishment of which was planned, and which might 
have constituted 4 safety valve, has not yet seen the light of day. 


Mr Mroudjae admite to the merite of the multiparty system, but he says, “the 
environment is needed for that. We do not yet have «a government. We must first 
manage our independence and recover Mayotte,” the dissident island, the fourth 
star in the flag, which has chosen to remain French. 


The problem of Mayotte, which is regularly brought up before all international 
authorities, is 4 sore spot in relations with France, and it is not easy to see 
how it will be alleviated, although Comorian leaders have opted for the course of 
negotiation and dialogue. 


Despite thie cloud, France enjoys 4 very large store of good will. it is the 
foremost donor country, followed by Kuwait, the L[elamic Development Bank, OPEC, or 
the Saudi Fund, and it provides a great deal of technical assistance (100 
professional assistants, teachers, technicians, doctors, etc.). 


Defense agreements bind France to the Comoros, and some 400 Legionnaires are based 
on Mayotte. 


But Mayotte ie not the first priority of the emall farmer, who is cultivating a 
patch of ground on the mountainside among lumps of lava, of the young people who 
are coming out of high echool, or of members of the opposition who are accusing 
the leaders of catering to business interests and of favoritism, and who 
irceverently call the Islamic Federal Republic the “Fedaril: Republic” 
(Spendthrift Republic). [The Federal/FPedarile pun involves 4 play on the Arabic 
word Fa'ida (profit) contained in the coinage of Fedarile. | 


The perfume archipelago has only limited resources: the export of ylang-ylang 
essence, of which the Comoros are the world's leading producers, used in making 
perfume dropped considerably in 1980, as did the export of vanilla and copra. 
Only the export of cloves is rising. 


in 1980, the import margin rate was only 31 percent and the budget deficit 
increased to more than 3 billion CPA france (of which about one-half is cov red by 
France). Apropos of this, the governor of Anjouan remarked: “It is now the Jist 
day of the month...and the government workers have not yet been paid.” 
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Although it may not be obvious to visitors, malnutrition is nevertheless, common, 
and every year the Comoros must import more and more vice, which has taken the 
place of corn (a plan for boosting the production of corn ia being financed by the 
Buropean Development Fund). On the very mountainous island of Anjouan, population 
density per useable square kilometer was estimated at 4486 inhabitants in 1978, and 
erosion is beginning to cause devastation there. 


The wife of the governor of the island, a midwife who has recently taken a family 
planning course in the United States, is still waiting for permission to 
distribute her contraceptive devices. But, as one “expatriate” remarked somewhat 
cynically, birth control is brought about by malaria: out of every 2 babies, | 
will probably die before the age of 5, and more than 20 percent of hospitalized 
patients are malaria victims. 


However, there are more Comorian doctors abroad than there are in the Comoros (11, 
of whom 3} are not practicing). Thies emall country--less than 400,000 
inhabitante-scarcely emerging from independence, is aleo suffering from a brain 
drain. 


The poverty of the archipelago, under a luxuriant exterior that would make a 
Gauguin dream, is not likely to keep them there. 
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AMBASSADORS VISIT INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISES IN POINTE-NOIRE 


Brazzaville MWETI in French 2 Apr 81 p 2 
[Article by Auguste Batantou: "The Ambassadors and Congolese Economic Realities") 


[Text] Led by the president of the Control and Verification 
Committee of the Congolese Labor Party, comrade Goma-Foutou, 
the ambassadors of the People's Republic of the Congo to 
foreign countries spent last 27 March at Pointe-Noire. On this 
occasion they visited several production centers, including 
Soverco, Sonatrab, the National Petroleum Refinery, the 
eucalyptus fields of the UAIC [expansion unknown], and the 
company producing component parts for offshore petroleum 
production, Boscongo. After this informative visit they were 
the guests at a lunch given by the regional political com- 
missioner, comrade Ngouonimba-Nezari. 


"The previous conference of ambassadors made it possible for them to obtain neces- 
sary details on the work being done within our country so that they could better 
understand what we expect from foreign countries," said Comrade Nze, minister of 
foreign affairs, at the closing ceremony of the conference on 26 March. 


The visit of the ambassadors to Pointe-Noire was essential. As the economic capi- 
tal of the People's Republic of the Congo, it provides the best reflection of the 
present economic change in our country to those who have the duty of representing 
it abroad. The knowledge of “what is being done within our country," as Comrade 
Pierre Nze said, certainly requires living with the facts, if not the effects. 


When all was said and done, it was necessary to observe the changes from up close, 
modest though they may be, which the Congolese economy is presently going through. 


Visiting all economic sectors would have been an enormous job, a gigantic under- 
taking. Thus, the regional political authorities chose a few, representative 
examples of a certain number of specific projects. 


At the Congo Glass Works (Soverco) the ambassadors observed the determination and 
the will to succeed and even to excel on the part of the party and the government, 
in a project where our hopes had almost disappeared. It would have been enough 
to see, 10 years earlier, what seemed to be a still-born industry, the more so 
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when shortly after it entered into production this factory was not able to func- 
tion as expected. The political leadership had to decide on refurbisiing it, after 
a long period when it did not function, by modernizing all of the installations 
almost completely. This is one of the greatest economic victories of the party 
and of the state, because this factory functions very well in the technical sense, 
despite some difficulties in the sale of the output and in the financiai area, 


The Wood Processing Plant (Sonatrab) is also a state-owned company. A visit to 

its facilities would have been advisable because of the great differences between 
it and the plant visited previously but also because it provides a specific example 
of a plant abandoned by its former owners after decades of operation and having the 
inevitable difficulties: obsolescence of equipment and inadequate financing. How- 
ever, the Sonatrab case is an interesting one: it is the continuation of a company 
which was in very poor condition. The party and the state undertook to resume its 
activity. The political leadership wes inclined to guarantee the jobs of dozens 

of Congolese who worked there. 


The ambassadors appreciated the importance of the efforts which have been made to 
keep this plant alive. For the rest, the situation has realtively improved 
recently. Because of that, Sonatrab is no longer a factory whose future should be 
reconsidered, as the last conference of state enterprises recommended. 


After the visit to Sonatrab, the guests at Pointe-Noire visited the "greatest case 
of economic sabotage" experienced by the Congolese revolution. This is the 
National Petroleum Refinery. This is sometimes called, "the most expensive 
refinery in the world.” The ambassadors saw how all these names applied. They 
recognized that there really had been sabotage. All of them placed their hopes 

on the reconstruction effort now under way, so that this important production unit 
may finally enter into production. 


The same hope was expressed at the end of the visit to the vast eucalyptus fields 
which followed the visit to the refinery. The director of these fields, operated 
by UAIC, reviewed the history of this vast operation which has led to the con- 
struction of a paper pulp factory able to consume one million cubic meters of 
wood per year. 


The last factory visited by the Congolese ambassadors was the Boscongo (Bouygues 
Offshore Congo) plant, a French company which will provide components to Elf- 
Congo for the construction of offshore drilling rigs. The importance of the 
activity of this company, its extent and its capacity to provide jobs explain the 
interest attached to this visit. However, Boscongo is above all an example of the 
number of companies drawn by the oil boom which the People's Republic of the Congo 
is presently experiencing. Therefore, it had a certain interest for our country's 
representatives, who need at times to provide an informed account of the changes 
under way in the Congolese economy.

DRILLING PRODUCES GAS, GASOLINE--A statement by the Elf-Congo company, made 
yesterday [8 April] to ACI [Congolese Information Agency] indicates that "at the 
Litchendjili Marine 2 drilling site, in the Pointe-Noire deep water field, 15 
kilometers off the coast, two tests made after completion of the drilling in 
reservoirs located at depths between 2,313 m and 2,368 m showed natural gas 
deposits in the order of 250,000 m? per day and a production of gasoline slightly 
less than 100 m per day."

[Text] The Chinese delegation's visit is drawing to a close, a visit on Malagasy 
soil which started 1 April. This morning our guests from the People's Republic 
of China will be received by Prime Minister Desire Rakotoarijaona. He will be 
discussing with Luo Shigao, the delegation head who chairs the Chinese People's 
Association for Friendship Overseas, how Shigao's trip in the northern part of 
Madagascar turned out. 


After this visit will there be any concrete results which can be chalked up to 
Sino-Malagasy cooperation? Luo Shigao is definite about this; he said, "Our 
visit falls in the category of a friendly visit. On returning to China we will 
obviously make a complete report to our association about what we saw and observed 
in Madagascar. Out of that there will certainly follow new projects to be started 
up." 


Before leaving the capital city at the beginning of the weekend, the Chinese dele- 
gation will have a working meeting with Malagasy officials. This will undoubtedly 
be the occasion for making a rapid survey of preseut (and future!) cooperation 
between China and the RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar]. Meanwhile, we can 
already say that our Chinese visitors are particularly "satisfied" with their visit 
to Madagascar, based on a brief int. rview we had yesterday with the delegation at 
the Madagascar-Hilton Hotel a few minutes before their meeting with the members of 
the National Front for the Defense of the Revolution.

He said, “We have done a good job for several reasons. First, the two committees 
which were formed were able to do a thorough analysis of their respective subjects 
in one week, from 9 to 16 March. Second, there were fruitful discussions with ex- 
perts from the Ministry of Health and from the Ministry of Defense and with the 
director general of OMIPRA and his close associates. Third, the members of the 
two committees showed enthusiasm, seriousness and self-sacrifice in their work.

The entire CMD meeting in general assembly, which had working meetings for four and 
a half days, aleo did a good job: 463 speeches were heard and 54 amendments added 
to the work of the committees.

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PRESIDENT PARTICLPATES LN OMIPRA HARVEST 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 21 Apr 81 pp 1,2 
lArticle: “Rateiraka Participates in OMIPRA Harvest at Fanambana~Anteiranana™) 


[Excerpts] Anteiranana--The head of the state is known to give top priority to 

the promotion of production in all sectors, as the only means to hasten our econom 
ic independence and to solve all our problems. Recently, in Antsiranana, he receiv- 
ed the Mauritian envoy and, last Friday, the Head of the State and Mre Ratsiraka 
inspected the OMIPRA [Agricultural Production Military Operation) works at Fanambana-~ 
Antsiranana. 


President Ratsiraka inspected and directed the OMIPRA harvest. Col Zino Paul Bert, 
director of this office, indicated that this was the second OMIPRA harvest at 
Fanambana. During the period 1979-1980, OMIPRA cultivated 44 hectares; this year, 
1979-1980 and 1980-1981, it cultivated 1,067 hectares. Yields can still be improved 
to 1.5 tons per hectare; 160 hectares were given to the neighborhood populations to 
work on. Work is progressing normally. 


A while ago, there were problems because the principles followed by all were not 
very clear. The head of the state wanted to know if the people had been made aware 
that oxen should be carefully watched to prevent them from trampling the crops; this 
had been a recurring problem. 


As for forage crops, the president also asked why they were not grown in the 
Antsiranana faritany. According to the president of the faritany's executive 
committee, the problem there is also one of awareness and of seed availability. 
In May 1979, the head of the state had ordered the officials in charge to proceed 
quickly with the expansion of animal farming based on the cultivation of xylose- 
containing plants. 


Development Means Work 


The president also mentioned that, at the national level, everything seems to pro- 
ceed too slowly, whereas development would require a faster and, of course, better 
execution of the work. Besides,this area has fertile soil, land suitable for farm- 
ing; why then, Mr Didier Ratsiraka asked, are the yields so low? Insufficient rain- 
falls (a crucial factor with an-tanety [translation unknown) rice), lice devastating 
the crops, these were the reasons given by the experts who have been boking for a 
solution on-site and are positive that optimum yields could average 1.3 tons. Last 
year, though, OMIPRA obtained only one ton per hectare at Fanambarana. 
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Speaking to the people, the head of the state asked them whether they were farming 
or just waiting for rice from SINPA [National Agricultural Products Company). Actual= 
ly, they do farm, but they also complain about the problems caused by insufficient 
rainfall, which affects the crops. The means of production are also insufficient! 
such large areas cannot be cultivated with spades, Then, irrigation should be im 
proved, using windmille for instance. Many tractors and mechanical shovels have 
been sent to the faritany, the president observed, 


Fanambarana now owns 100 tractors (33 tractor drivers), 100 hydraulic shovels, and 
1,500 hectares will be irrigated soon according to the plans outlined and explained 
by Col Zino Paul Bert. 


Tractors Rented by the Hectare 


The head of the state then inquired about the price paid for rice by the Vohemar 
area consumers. They pay 70 Malagasy France, i.e. 6 Prance more than the official 
tariff. A citizen pointed out that thie may be normal, because of the problems 
which the government has to face, but, for his part, he complained about the high 
cost of renting 4 tractor. The head of the state indicated that tractors are rent 
ed by the hectare and no longer by the hour to avoid abuses on the part of noncha- 
lant tractor drivers. 





Decentralized collectivities are now charged 12 to 14 thousand per hectare; indi- 
viduals are charged more. The president wished that collectivities would use the 
tractors, which are relatively cheap if one considers the cost of fuel. The head 
of the state added that Madagascar will reach the end of the tunnel toward 1984, 
thanks to the exploitation of the Bemolanga oil, the Tolagnaro uranium, the Sakoa 
coal, and thanks to cement and soybean production, to name only a few. 


“There are those,” he added, “who say that we have abandoned or forgotten the Red 
Book in favor of the Bible. Actually, we are applying the principles underlying 

our revolution and we are working toward self-sufficiency for our country, which 
should place us among the exporters of food products." And the head of the state 
gave as examples rich industrialized countries which are exporting food products: 

the United States, Japan, both powerful industrial countries; and he held up as an ex- 
ample particularly the agricultural results obtained by Japan and by Korea which does 
not import rice and manages to feed its people. Even without tractors and mechanical 
shovels, our ancestors produced enough rice for themselves. He asked why the youth is 
now deserting the rural environment to take small unproductive jobs in town. "This," 
the president stated, “is one of the reasons why we devote huge efforts to promote 
agriculture and the rural world and to have workers settle there." 


"There are those who find fault with the state of our economy: it is a disgrace, 
they say, and some of them, or course, are our enemies." The president then 
pointed out that, fortunately, the people understand the efforts made by the 
government. Besides, he has already explained our economic difficulties: of 
course, there is cil, but there are some who hinder our development. It would now 
be unfair to pillory the Revolutionary Power and the efforts it has devoted to 
development on a national scale. We have bought tractors, mechanical shovels, 
trucks by che hundred. It is now up to the people, the decentralized collectives, 
the technical people in charge, irrespective of their opinions, to work so this 
country can become an island of prosperity. 











"Ie ie time to find a proper solution to the problems which occur at harvest time 

so a8 to reduce, or even prevent the losses which usually force us to import rice," 
the president went on. The experts believe that we could obtain better results if 
we were to cultivate the two varieties of rice named Japonica 2366 and 23-101; thie 
would reduce losses to 4 minimum. “The Common Market and the UN Development Program 
are going to supply the seeds," the president added, “these seeds are expected to 

be suitable to the area.” 


The head of he state also stated that a yield of 3 tons per hectare could be achiev~ 
ed in Panambana, just like in Ambilobe. The problem of creating cooperatives was 
also mentioned; the president indicated that our socialiem is making provisions for 
it. As far as water is concerned, the head of the state mentioned in conclusion 

that everything would be done to make irrigation easier (channels, pumps). He con- 
cluded by ineieting that he would like to see Fanambana obtain better rice yields. 
The Korean experts who were present said that thie would be possible once all 
conditions are met.

Thus approximately 20 ofl companies of practically every nationality have already 
come to OMNIS in reference to that appeal for bids. It has been learned from an 
informed source that among these companies, and not the least important among 
them, are ELF Aquitaine and ACIP, for example. Negotiations between those two 
state enterprises and OMNIS are said to be under way. 


But among the applicants pressing at the gate to get in on Malagasy oil explora- 
tions which should undoubtedly receive special mention is one of the few American 
oil companies which has “readily” agreed to work with so-called progressive coun- 
tries. We are talking about Occidental Petroleum, a delegation from which has 
just spent a week in Madagascar to study the conditions of the above-mentioned 
invitation for foreign bids with OMNIS officials. 


Nothing has leaked out from the discussions opened by this U.S. delegation and 
OMNIS, But at the conclusion of their mission, the Occidental Petroleum represen- 
tatives said how pleased they we -e with the progress of their visit in Madagascar 
and with the informational meetings they had with OMNIS's technical experts. 


Will we know this year who will be the Democratic Republic of Madagascar's partners 
in the oil exploration area? There is every reason to think we will, since 
President Didier Ratsiraka gave us to understand in his 16 January speech before 
the public authorities that the bids made in this context would be processed in 

the course of this year. 
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NEW TEXTILE COMPANY STARTS PRODUCTION ‘

[Text] Edouard Serousesi, president of Seditex Engineering Company in Hamburg, 
PRG, hae just made a visit to Toliara in order to see start-up conditions at 

Sud [South] Madagascar Textile Company (SUMATEX). Present during thie visit were 
the chairman of the Management Committes, Prosper Voriandro, and a committee 
member, Robert Mahatega. 


SUMATEX's impressive ach vement was observed: in March 1981 it started indus- 
trial triale on all of the equipment, and it will begin the factory production 
phase with a firet shift starting 15 April 19861. 


The company has 569 employees: the total personnel complement, on the order of 
1,000 people, will be recruited in July 1981. The company anticipates being in 
full production (3 shifts, 24 hours a day, 6 days a week) starting 1 September 1981. 


By the end of thie year the company will have turned out about 4 miliion meters of 
fabric, and starting in 1982 the company's annual production will be on the order 
of 12 million meters. 


The company has ultra modern equipment. 
Our readers will recall that this plant's first stone was laid on 23 June 1980. 


Let us remember that SUMATEX is a socialist enterprise in which the state and 

SOTEMA [Majunga Textile Company] hold 60 and 40 percent of the capital respective- 
ly, and that it has been benefiting from services provided by Seditex Engineering 
Company of Hamburg in the plant's construction, from the studies stage up to full 
start-up, as well as in assistance to the management. SOTEMA's representation on 
the Management Committee is taken care of by the BNI [National Bank for Industrial 
Development]. International financing was vetted and negotiated by our BCRDM 
{[Central?/Commercial? Bank of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar] and BNI experts. 


We hope to be able to come out with a more detailed report about this fine indus- 
trial achievement in one of our upcoming issues.

Dear comrades, the relations of friendship and solidarity between the people of the 
GDR and the RPM were forged at the time of our armed struggle for national libera- 
tien, when we fought againet Portuguese colonialiam for true national independence. 
Today, once again, our brothers of the GDR are beside us in our hard struggle against 
underdevelopment.

DETAILED REVIEW OF SOFALA PROVINCE POLITICAL, ECONOMIC SITUATION 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 13 Apr 81 p 3 


[Report by Domestic Trade Minister Aranda da Silva on work of brigades in Sofala 
Province | 


[Text] A meeting was held to take a final accounting of the 
activity conducted by the top-level party and state delega- 
tion led by Samora Machel, which spent some days in Sofala 
Province verifying the extent to which the Political and Or- 
ganizational Offensive has been carried out. At that meeting, 
Aranda da Silva, minister of domestic trade and a member of 
the delegation, presented a general accounting of the work 

of the brigades assigned to the economic sector. Following 
is the full text of that document. 





Introduction 


The following goals were defined for the brigades that worked in the sectors of 
strategic products for export and supply to the people: 


--To ascertain the degree to which the guidelines drafted during the 1980 campaign 
of the offensive have been met. 


--To ascertain the degree to which we are executing PEC/81 [State Economic Plan for 
1981). 


--To ascertain the degree of coordination between the different sectors and agencies. 
--To inventory the advances, failures and existing bottlenecks. 
The brigades worked in the city of Beira and other districts. 


They visited factories, communications and transport centers, agricultural produc- 
tion units, warehouses and stores. 


They worked with local unit directors and workers. Using the experience gained in 
the first campaign of the offensive, they always tried to talk with and listen to 
the workers and the local people who are performing the day-to-day tasks in carry- 
ing out PEC/81. 
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Special attention was given to the port, railway and airport sectors, as well as 
those directly producing the export products that bring in needed foreign exchange: 
sugar, lumber, cotton and cement. 


At the same time, they examined the status of sectors producing and distribut ing 
goods to supply to the people, 


In particular, they examined the status of the following products: fish, corn and 
wheat flour, oils and soaps. 


They sought to ascertain the situation in agricultural marketing and production. 
(Find ings) 

1. Stratepg c Export Products 

a. Sugar 

In the Buzi and Mafambisse plants, we found: 

--The PEC is being followed. 

--There is direction and organization. 


--There has been a great improvement in the mobilization and participation of the 
workers. 


--There is a high spirit of initiative and, as a result, an ability to come up with 
solutions for specific problems. 


--Parts for small equipment are being produced. 
(Work Discipline) 


Having verified all this, we concluded that the basic reason for this progress 
is that the party is there, organizing and mobilizing the workers. 


b. Woods 

In this sector we observed: 

--Disorganization and lack of supervision at all levels. 

--A lack of political direction and technical capacity. 

--A complete lack of coordination between production and marketing (domestic and 
foreign); that is, between the sawmill and the plywood ‘. ., between the sector 
responsible for cutting the lumber and the export sec 


--Passivity and apathy toward problems, and a total lack ox initiative at the level 
of the local agencies. 











--Lack of planning and programming in conjunction with other sectors, particularly 
the railway sector, 


--The primitive colonial methods, the object of which was to rob our country of 
lumber as quickly as possible, have been transferred to our structures and pef- 


petuated there: [we found] a total lack of any measures to protect the forests and 
a colonial working system. 


As a result of this situation, there are tens of thousands of cubic meters of 
rotting wood. The responsible agencies are unable to arrive at any solution to 
the problem. 

ec, Cotton 

In the cotton sector, we observed: 

--A certain amount of development in the cotton growing sector. We are making 
progress. The PEC goals will be met and probaly surpassed, despite the losses 
caused by the river floods. 

--The estabiishment of relations between the peasants and the administrative 
structures in this sector, although these relations have not been developed to the 
maximum with the private sector. 


--The progress in production is not matched in the marketing of fiber cotton. There 
is a lack of direction, particularly in foreign marketing. 


As a result, we observed: 

--A large quantity of cotton ready for export, but standing still. 
--Very slow procedures for determining the distribution of the product. 
d. Cement 

In the cement sector, we found: 


--There is direction and understanding of the factory plan, but the plan is not 
being executed at the quarry. 


--The main bottleneck is the situation at the Lurenza quarry. The effects of 

enemy attacks on the quarry have not been eliminated. The solutions found to re- 
activate the quarry indicate a lack of confidence and defeatist spirit. The workers 
no longer live in the quarry area. 


--The situation of the CFM-Centro [Mozambique Railway-Central] is hanpering ship- 
ment of the stone to Dondo. 


e. Shrimp 


--The production goals are being met. 














~-There are bottlenecks at the foreign-marketing level, owing to the lack of co- 
ordination between production and market ing. 


2. Strategic Prod. « to Supply the People 
a. Fish 


~~-The capacity and potential o1 the fishing sector are not yet being fully used. 
The problems have been inventoried and some measures have beer taken, with notice- 
able effect. 


--There are no continuing relations with, and no material support for, the in- 
dividual and private sectors. 


--There are no cooperatives. 

b. Corn and Wheat Flour 

--There is a lack of management in this sector. 
--Plants are idle for lack of corn. 


--There is a lack of linkage and coordination between the factories and the super- 
visory agencies at both provincial and central levels. 


--There is passivity and apathy in the search for local solutions to obtain raw 
materials. 


(Ignorance of PEC/81) 
c. Oils and Soaps 
--There is a certain degree of organization and direction in the enterprise. 


--There are serious problems with supplies of raw materials, owing to difficulties 
with coastal shipping and lack of coordination. The copra at the Zambezia plant 
does not reach Beira. The cotton seed is in Buzi, but the Mozambique Industrial 
plant is unaware of it, and has no seed to manufacture oils. 


--The enterprise has not yet understood the social goals of production; it produces 
what is most profitable, not what is needed most. This is a reflection of the lack 
of state supervision of the sector. 


--Discipline has improved and theft has been diminished as a result of the first 
campaign, but this is owing to administrative measures by the management and not 
to any elevation in the political conscience of the workers. 


d. Farm Production 
Sofala Province has traditionally depended on Manica, Tete and Zambezia provinces 


for foodstuffs. What little production there was to supply the people came from 
the capitalist sector, which has disappeared. 
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imly Gorongosa district had large food surpluses from the family sector. Thus, in 
many locations we found that 4 spirit of dependence on the outside was normal: 


~The state farma that produce cotton (and) the sugar refineries rely on imported 
corm and rice to feed their workers, 


As a result of this spirit, although there are many possibilities for production, 
they are not given due study, and many infrastructures have been abandoned. 


Marketing of farm products is rudimentary, and has not been a factor in encouraging 
increased product ion. 


A certain marketing tradition has existed only in cotton and cashew nuts. The 
marketing sector has not been interested in buying local products. Of more con- 
cern, however, is that the decisions of the FRELIMO Party and the People's As- 
sembly are not being honored regarding the obligation of all structures--schools, 
atate farms, production units, etc.--to buy the farm surpluses. 


Jntil reeently, the agricultural marketing campaign was not seen as an action to 
make more supplies available at the province level. 


e,. Market ing 


--Although there has been some progress in organization, primarily in the companies, 
the target of the first campaign, there are still serious shortcomings. 


--The distribution of district products from the city to the stores does not obey 
criteria for organized distribution. 


--The PEC is known only to the Provincial Directorate and the district administra- 
tors. The companies are unfamiliar with the plan, and when they are aware of it, 
their main concern is simply to meet the quotas and not to make sure the people 
are really receiving supplies. The warehousemen do not visit their clients. They 
do not know, and make no attempt to find out, what problems exist at the local 
level. 


--The state apparatus in the sector only directs the distribution of the merchandise, 
not the organization and supervision of sales. Hence there is a lack of cleanli- 
ness and hygiene and there is corruption. 


). Port, Railway Sector 
a. Port 


In terms of cleanliness and orderly arrangement of the merchandise, it was ascer- 
tained that the guidelines of the first campaign of the offensive are being met. 
The lack of unified direction is cause for concern, however. No action has been 
taken to comply with this directive. The officials of the various sectors that 
operate at the port are unacquainted, and they are not even familiar with regula- 
tions regarding port management. 


The situation reflects the lack of control and coordination at the port. 
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The ship repair company at the port is an isolated ieland in port and marit ime 
activity, The management structure is under study, 


b. Railway Sector 
There are serious mistakes in the management of the enterprise, such as: 
~=Incorrect work methods and relations. 


~=Lack of supervision of the rolling stock, with serious consequences for the place~ 
ment of products, whether they originate in Mozambique or in neighboring countries. 


The CPM te teolated and self-centered. It does not relate to the clients or the 
districts it serves. This isolation, a holdover from the colonial situation, is 


reflected in the place of the stations and the railway employees in the political, 
economic and cultural life of the district. 


The lack of management in the stations, the failure to define responsibilities and 
the chain of command, have led to irresponsibility, apathy, disorganization, lack 
of control of the rolling stock and the inetitutionalization of incompetence. 

The road bed is poorly maintained, causing constant derailments. 

The total lack of direction, in conjunction with the absence of district inter- 
vention in the political and social life of the station, has permitted the cont inued 
infiltration of enemy agents. 

As a result of all this, the CFM is not performing ite tasks: 


--To transport and distribute products necessary to the life of the people and for 
export. 


--To bring in foreign exchange for the country. 

--To serve neighboring countries. 

During our stay, we observed that the guidelines handed down and the criticisms 
offered were being heeded, and that there is already a change in the style and 


work methods of the management. 


We also ascertained that the CFM cannot function properly without the support and 
participation of all the provincial structures. 


As an example of this assumption of responsibility, the CFM has already been able 
to return about 100 freight cars to the NRZ [National Railway of Zimbabwe]. 


4. Highway Sector 


There has been progress in organization and management, particularly in interurban 
public transportation. 
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The PEC ia known, but only superfictally. Thus it is not yet an inetrument for 
improvement of the management, direction and supervision of the highway transport 
companies. Thie is also a result of the fact that the directors are unfamiliar 
with the way a company is managed, 


There is a need for professional training, which should be a priority. 


There ia no clear definition of the responsibilities and tasks of the transport 
enterprises and those of the maintenance enterprises, resulting in poor use of 
materiale and manpower as the tranepert enterprises are diverted from their primary 
function. 


The maintenance and assistance enterprises do not assume their responsibilities 
and are not performing their tasks, They are not yet inetruments of support to 
general economic activity. 


5. Airport 


Some progress has been made in maintaining cleanliness, particularly inside the 
airport, but there is still a lack of cleanliness on the airstrip, which causes 
problems with the planes. 


There are still problems with coordination between the various structures in the 
sector, reflecting a lack of unified direction. 


The airport director is not fully familiar with all the inetallations. 
There is still no beautification and tree-planting program. 
6. Final Considerations 


During all the visite effected, it could be observed that some progress had been 
made since the first campaign of the Political and Organizational Offensive. 


de observed that many production units at the port and warehouses were much cleaner 
and the products were stored more neatly. 


We saw the people of Gorongosa District rebuilding their houses and reestablishing 
their political, social and economic life. We saw cultivated fields. In the 
communal villages under reconstruction, we saw children dancing and singing, in the 
expectation of a better Life under socialian. 


in some production units, we saw the workers making a conscientious effort to meet 
the Central State Plan for 1981, producing needed parts which have been impossible 
to import. 


Despite the progress we observed, we must still mention some concerns regarding 
persisting situations, which indicate the need to continue to intensify the Politi- 
cal and Organizational Offensive and to consider it as a permanent offensive. 


\llowing are some specific concerns: 


a. CPM-Centro 








The enterprise must be seen by all as an essential basis: 

~-For the distribution of strategic products and products to supply the people, 
=--To serve the neighboring countries. 

~=To earn foreign exchange for the country. 

It cannot be an island, isolated from the provincial structures. 

b. Foreign Marketing of Products 

We also observe that chere are serious bottlenecks in the foreign-marketing system: 
=-The lumber we cut is not exported, 

=-=The cotton we sow, harvest and gin waits monthe and months to be exported. 
--The shrimp we catch is not exported promptly. 

The structures that produce these products have lost sight of the goals of their 
production. They are not aware of the type and quality of products demanded, or 
of their greater value. The exporters are unfamiliar with the countryside where 


the lumber and cotton are produced. They have never been on a shrimp boat. 


It is necessary to take measures to reorganize the export sector, to correct the 
anomalies that are being observed. 


c. Implementation of PEC/81 


Although the plan has been disseminated better than in past years, we observed 
that: 


--The plan is still unfamiliar to many of the enterprises that must implement it. 
The workers do not know the goals. In some localities, the plan is seen as a 
straitjacket and not as a decisive tool for increased production and better economic 
management. The quotas in the plan are not understood to be minimum goals. 

--There are enterprises that could be producing corn, rice, beans, "“mapira" and 
sweet potatoes for their workers, but do not do so because this is not included in 
the plan. 


--There are enterprises that could be building wells and housing for the workers, 
but do not do so because this is not included in the plan. 


d. Unused Potent ial 


The assessment of production possibilities and potential is still very poor. 
We saw: 


--Abandoned irrigation systems.

~=Fertile fielda that could be cultivated, 


~wAreas where it would be easy to make emall ditches, but where the crops are not 
irrigated, 


~-Possibilities for raising small animals, particularly in Gorongosa. 


A broad program should be established to use the existing infrastructures and to 
create new ones. 


e. City of Beira 


The city of Beira, the second capital of the country, still has no effective ad- 
ministration. The life of the city's inhabitants is not organized. Grass is grow- 
ing in the middle of the city. The stores violate many standards of hygiene. 


The nation's second capital will have to change its appearance. Order must be 
resotred, The neighborhoods need to be organized. Business will have to be or- 
ganized. 


f. Agricultural Market ing 


There is still a very strong idea that everything needed to supply Sofala comes 

from the outside. At the state farms, the sugar complexes and the mills, the corn 
and rice that the workers eat are imported. However, we saw no plans either for 
onsite production or dealings between these enterprises and the neighboring peasants 
who are producing corn and "“mapira." 


The agricultural marketing campaign is still not being waged decisively to supply 
the people, to resolve the shortage of existing products. 


g. Provincial and District Governments 


There is no coordination between the various provincial organs of government; they 
do not see themselves as part of the same organization with the same object ives. 


This fact is evident in the lack of relations between individuals; there is no conm- 
mon analysis of the problems. 


‘he district governments are still not fully exercising their power. They are re- 
moved from many of the problems in their districts. 


h. Party 


The situation we encountered, the persisting anomalies and the absence of our power 
in many locales indicate the need for more intensive party work. Where the party 
is weak, the state administration and the participation of the workers in solving 
problems are also weak. Passivity and the spirit of routine find fertile ground. 


We found that in many strategic production units the party structures are not making 
their presence felt in the daily life of the workers.

WAR READINESS ACTIVITIES ANALYZED, FAILINGS DISCOVERED

[Excerpt] Yesterday evening, the party central committee secretary for ideological 
work, Maj Gen Jorge Rebelo, presided at a meeting with members of the brigades who 
were working in different neighborhoods of our capital to analyze the need to 
strengthen their organization in the face of the aggressive war being waged against 
us by the South African racist government. 


Also attending the meeting were members of the Maputo City Party Committee, the 
Activator Groups, the Executive Council and General Staff members of the Mozambique 
Armed Forces (FPLM). 


The meeting examined the brigades' work balance sheet, which was considered favor- 
able, and determined the duties which the Activator Groups were to undertake within 
the framework of the neighborhood people's proper organization. From this view- 
point, they presented a summary report on the political, social and economic situa- 
tion as well as on the defense situation in the Maputo neighborhoods. 


The summary report gives the extent and nature of the capital's organizational 
problems. It concluded that many of Maputo's problems are due to the Activator 
Groups’ dissatisfaction with their duties, such as social structures which fell to 
their lot. This situation arose because they did not assume their new duties until 
after the implementation of the party's organizational process. 


"Following the party's structuralization, there was almost a lull in the activity of 
the Activator Groups, which, says the document, lost their drive, prestige and 
authority among the masses." As a matter of fact, the Activator Groups, at this 
point, were operating as the party's political organization and in some cases even 
performed other duties, such as operating as an administrative agency. 


"The mainspring of this is a problem which we have to analyze frankly and openly," 
said the FRELIMO Party Central Committee secretary for ideological work, on taking 
the floor after the presentation of the report. He mentioned the fact that they 
had gone through one phase, during which many consecutive meetings were held with 
the people from the neighborhoods who presented their problems without ever re- 
ceiving any answer to them. He noted that this situation caused a vast disbandment 
of the people in the neighborhoods. | 
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To infuse new life inte the Activator Groupa in the neighborhoods, Secretary Jorge 
Rebelo designated three major duties of prime importance for that organizational 
atructure of inhabitants, to be undertaken by the end of June. In thie manner and 
pursuant to the above-mentioned, the first duties designated are as follows: to 
atrengthen the neighborhood atructures and to pledge familiarity with the neighbor- 
hood and ite organization. 


For the proper fulfilment of these three duties, their attention was called to the 
importance of organizing the Activator Groups and other neighborhood structures 
according to what was determined at the First National Meeting of Cities and Com- 
munal neighborhoods. The party Central Committee secretary for ideological work 
designated that the above-mentioned structures are to enjoy the confidence of the 
people and those in charge are to be chosen from among the most dynamic and the 
most capable.

INHAMINGA RAILROAD COMPLEX RENOVATED; PORTUGUESE DISMISSED

[Excerpts] Beira, 11 Apr--The Inhaminga Railroad Complex has just been assigned new 
taske and responsibiliti . meeting requirements and requests, both of a national 
and international nature, with the future prospect of becoming an important control 
center for rail traffic and the distribution of merchandise, particularly the move- 
ment of products for export and for supply to the people. In addition to trans- 
porting freight and passengers, the complex is equipped with specific infrastruc- 
tures for the maintenance of diesel locomotives and for road maintenance. 


The rail center is vital to the transport of such merchandise as the sugar pro- 
duced by the Luabo factory (Sena Sugar Estates) and the lumber produced in the 
region. It will now have a new management team from CFM-Centro [Mozambique Rail- 
ways-Central], lead by Engineer Julio Hinga. Hinga will immediately carry out the 
guidelines left by President Samora Machel following his working visit to Inhaminga 
to verify and monitor the results of the Political and Organizations] Offensive. 





Changes Effected 


The new management delegation from CFM-Centro was presented to the workers of the 
Inhaminga Railroad Center at a general meeting. In addition, the complex now has 
a new secretariat of the party cell, created recently after the individuals who 
had infiltrated that organ had been unmasked. 


The new secretariat of the party cell was elected on the basis of the principles that 
apply to the status of a party member: his revolutionary qualities and result ing 
engagement in the tasks of national reconstruction. 


During this process, it was discovered that some individuals who had applied for 
party membership had had connections with the Portuguese colonial fascist regime; 
in some cases they were even faithful servants of the repressive agencies of the 
old regime, and were involved in the Inhaminga massacres. 


In fact, large numbers of Mozambican workers who had been connected with the re-

Court, under provisions of the law for repression of crimes against the security 
of the people and the people's atate. 


Meanwhile, to atrengthen the ataff of the local railroad complex, there is already 
a new team of national and foreign technicians at Inhaminga. Notable among the 
latter are those of German nationality, who will work in various sectors of acti- 


vity, mainly in directing the routing of freight cars, maintenance of the diesel 
locomotives and road repairs.

NORWEG LAN-ASSISTED LUCHERINGO DAM--Mozambique and Norway have signed an agreement 
for the construction of a hydro-electric 450 KW dam on the Lucheringo River in 
the province of Niassa. According to the terms of the agreement, Norway will 
provide 64 million meticals to finance the consulting services and the purchase 
of construction materials and equipment for the dam. It will also provide technical 
personnel for the construction phase. Local costs, estimated at 48.8 million 
meticals will be borne by the Mozambican Government. Work will vegin on 1 June 
and will last 18 months. The dam, which is close to Lichinga, will provide 
electricity to the city and surrounding area and will represent considerable 
savings in diesel fuel now used in the Lichinga plant. This is the first of a 
series of small dams to be built in Mozambique with NORAD (Norwegian Assistance 
Agency) aid; this was announced in a communique which added that the next hydro- 
electric installation will be built in Cuamba in the same province. [Text]

LARGEST TEXTILE FACTORY--Construction work on what will be the largest textile 
factory in Mozambique is starting this month in Mocuba in the province of Zambezia. 
This was announced by Alvaro Santos, director of the Mozambican state enterprise 
Construtora Integral de Sofala (CIS), which will build the complex with the 
participation of the Portuguese company Construcoes Tecnicas. Con truction costs 
are estimated at 50 million dollars (approximately 160 million meticals). The 

Ipro Dessau, a GDR company, is in charge of equipment installation, worker training 
and service equipment, for a total cost of approximately 40 million dollars. 
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Polish and Italian firms will also participate in the equipment sector, It is 
expected that the plant will be completely operational by 1985, with an annual 
production of 34.6 million square meters of material of 14 different kinds. The 
complex will use about 12 million tons of locally produced cotton and 1.9 million 
tons of imported polyester fibers annually. The plant will eventually employ 
3,000 workers. Thirty-two workers are now receiving specialized training in the 
GDR, six of whom will in turn train the other workers upon their return, [Text]

CONTRACT TO BRITISH FIRM--A contract to conduct a mineral survey in an area 
estimated at 27,000 square kilometers has been awarded to a British firm. Our 
country's National Directorate of Geology awarded the contract to Hunting (a 
British geological and geophysical enterprise) yesterday, in a ceremony at the 
facilities of the Bank of Mozambique in Maputo. Attending the ceremony, among other 
notables, were the administrator of the banking institution and the ambassador of 
the United Kingdom accredited to Maputo. The first phases of the exploratory pro- 
gram include 344,000 linear kilometers of aeromagnetic and aeroradiometric surveys, 
as well as the use of photogeology and LANDSAT images. A special image analysis 
and processing system developed by Hunting (HIPAS) will also be used to interpret 
the LANDSAT digital data and to produce basic geological maps and geophysical data. 
Later phases of the program include intensive geological, geochemical and geophysical 
ground surveys. According to information given to this newspaper, during the first 
phase of the program, which will last about 3 years, Hunting will organize the in- 
stallation of a geosystem data bank in the National Directorate of Geology, and 
will also train Mozambican personnel in this work. The funding arrangements for 
the entire project are the result of the desire to improve relations between Great 
Britain and the RPM. The financial agreement was established between the Bank of 
Mozambique, as the Ventral Bank, and Lloyd's of London, with the participation of 
the ECGD (Export Credit Guarantee Department).

KOUNTCHE CONCERNED ABOUT LIBYAN INTENTIONS, STUDENT AGITATION 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 16 Apr 81 p 3 


[Text] Niamey--Col Seyni Kountche's distrust of his neighbor, Libya's Colonel 
Qadhdhafi, and Kountche's allegation that Qadhdhafi has subversive intentions, 
have been a constant factor in the Nigerian chief of state's policy since Tripoli's 
soldiers went into Chad, 


[he seventh anniversary of the army's coming to power in Niamey has once again pro- 
vided Niger's president an oppo.tunity to take up that accusation again. In a 
speech given on Tuesday 14 April he called for vigilance from his fellow citizens, 
asking them to be ready to face the Libyan threat of destabilization hanging over 
their country. 


According to Colonel Kountche, this threat is no longer being exerted directly but 
it exists nonetheless, and the observation is made that "new tactics have appeared,” 
an example being the massive grain purchases ty Libya in the region. According to 
Colonel Kountche these purchases are likely to give rise to shortages of these 
commodities in Niger and to create conditions in Niger promoting destabilization, 
all the more so because Niger faces serious financial problems owing to the de- 
cline in the price of its main export, uranium, on the world market. 


The fact remains that Colonel Kountche's call for vigilance could be linked to a 
domestic political operation aimed at defusing potential discontent stemming from 
his recent statements regarding Libya. In an interview with the American news 
agency UPI, Colonel Kountche in fact revealed that ais country had already scld 
450 tons of uranium to Libya, adding that he would sell it to the devil if need 
be, and the devil might well be Libya. 


"Endemic Nervousness" 


According to the president himself, all this is occurring at a time when the stu- 
dent problem is once again going through new turmoil. He has warned that Niger 
"cannot allow itsel{ che luxury of recurrent agitation. Serious demands will 
always be looked at in a constructive frame of mind. On the other hand, endemic 
nervousness, without serious motives, is not to be tolerated since it would in- 
evitably lead to subversion.” This is a far cry from his statements of mid- 
February when Niamey high school students had given him support. He had said, 

"We will be constantly concerned about your welfare, we will give you our constant 
support, and we will provide you with the Supreme Military Council's support."

PROFILE OF KOUNTCHE IS PROVIDED

[Text!) So far he's been a good rain-maker. Ever since (15 April) 1974, when he 
came to power in a coup, the rain has always come. Previously Niger had suffered 
serious drought for tive years just as the other countries of the Sahel. But it 
was not merely loss of cattle, starvation, corruption even in the distribution of 
foreien funds that caused the army to strike and overthrow President Hamani Diori 
who had been in charge since independence in 1960. Through one concession after 
another he had tried to stave off Libyan dictator Qaddhafi from undermining Niger 
(Caddhati had already succeeded in doing so in Chad). He even gave up several 
thousand square kilometers of territory in the northeast that the Libyan had laid 
claim to. When, however, early in 1973 he concluded not only a cooperation treaty 
but also a detense treaty with Qaddhafi, this was an affront to the honor of 
Colonel Seyni Kountche and to the integrity and sovereignty of the republic. Was 
the army to actually become Libyan? 


Kountehe'’s official curriculum vitae is one-hundred-percent military. He was 
born in 1931 in Fandou, 150 km northeast of Niamey. In 1944, after some years of 
elementary school, he entered the military school of Kati in present day Mali. 
Three years later he enrolled in the prestigious military school of Sa‘nt-Louis 


in Senegal. At 18 years of age he was taken into the regular French army--not 
the colonial infantry. He remained in it until he attained the level of first 
sergeant. In 1957 he was detailed to officers’ school in Frejus. He left there 


in 1959 as a second lieutenant. In 1960 he returned to Niger as a French officer. 
Only in 1961 did he have himself transferred into the Nigerien army. Following 


a General Staff course in Paris he became an alternate in 1965, and in 1972 a 
lieutenant colonel of the full chief of general staff of the Nigerien armed 
rorces. te he then a soldier's soldier? 


One thing is for certain: he's not a dreamer. His character, his behavior, his 
style of government are Prussian. In the morning he handles all reports, situa- 
tio ind decisions in his office by himself. In the afternoon he's back at work 
in the presidential office. Several times each week he's also over at the defense 
min ry as the defense minister. He personally signs his troops’ leave slips. 
Surprisingly, he can inspire offices and government enterprises to make lazyheads 
toe the line. He is a poor speaker. He abhors any cult of personality. He is 

a Muslim and drinks no wine. Officially and privately his lifestyle is ascetic. 
Colleagues describe him as “the government's leading servant.” 
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There is po opposition, but after sundown no military vehicle is allowed past the 
barricades in the streets to circulate in the capital. Foresight is a character- 
letic of a good soldier. The economy is flourishing, if it is permitted to say 
that about a country that ranks among the 30 poorest in the world. The people 


are content. Politics are not their chief concern. Market supplies are ample. 
Prices are reasonable, 


But what happens if a new drought overtakes the country? What is Kountche stops 
making rain?

MINISTER ATTRIBUTES FOOD SHORTAGES TO HOARDING

Supply Constitutes First Aspect of Overall Security'"] 


(Text) The minister of the interior, Maj Tandja Mamadou, on Saturday afternoon 

(18 April] met businessmen and the representatives of Samaria and socio-professional 
organizations in Niamey in the conference room of the Oumarou Ganda Cultural Center. 
The meeting took place in the presence of the minister of higher education and re- 
search, Carba Sidikou; the prefect of the Department of Niamey, Rhony Issouf ou; 

and the mavor of the city, Garba Katambe. 


The principal theme of this meeting was the sale of foodstuffs in the various mr- 


kets, 


fhe minister of the interior initially recalled that the security of the food sup- 
ply constitutes the first aspect of security in general. He also declared that, 
lespite the fact that the last harvest was satisfactory throughout the country and 
that food products were still in abundant supply in the markets, some time ago they 
were in short supply. That is the work of a few “rapacious businessmen" who prefer 
to hide foodstuffs in order to create a situation of artificial shortage to make it 
possible to raise prices later on. It also goes without saying that this leads to 
a situation of general alarm among the people. 


‘aj Tandja Mamadou then warned these speculators and urged them to place foodstuffs 
on the market with an acceptable profit margin, now that the need for foodstuffs is 
making itself felt. He said that this would constitute the best proof of their 
spirit of patriotism. 


The minister of the interior further referred to the case of government employees 
taking foodstuffs for their families at the official price from the OPVN [Nigerian 
Foodstutfs Office) and then reselling them to businessmen. He also referred to OPVN 
employees trafficking in foodstuffs in their stores. All that should stop, because 
the commercial sale of foodstuffs is an area in which speculation cannot be accepted 
at any level. 


He concluded that the people should come forward to denounce speculators and their 
accomplices, so that foodstuffs will be available on the markets for all social 
classes at reasonable prices.

Giscard's Record Examined

{Text/ In 1974, one of Valery Giscard d'Estaing's favorite arguments was this: With 
me, it will be change without risk; with the left it will be change but with incal- 
Cculable risks. 


Well, Giscard was elected, by an extremely narrow margin to be sure, and we had the 
change, and the risk, and the unhappiness and suffering of the people along with it. 
The change brought by Giscard was that the number of jobless people on Reunion went 
from 25,000 to 85,000 in 7 years. 


The change with Giscard was that the number of people employed in agriculture fell 
from 20,500 to 17,500; the change was in the income from our sugar economy, which 
increased only 8.14 percent per year while inflation ran higher than 10 percent per 
year on average, which has eroded the buying power of Reunion planters; it was in 
the price of geraniums, which increased only 7 percent per year, much less than 
inflation, while the production of gasoline fell from 121 tons to 37 tons; it was in 
the recovery of the cattle-raising sector, where 80 percent of the stockmen 
finished up in the red. 


Giscard's change than meant that the number of people employed in the secondary 
sector fell from 21,000 to 18,000, while in the building sector alone the number 
of workers fell from 14,400 in 1974 to 9,370 in 1979. Giscard's change brought 
the tax pressure on the people of Reunion up 204 percent; while Fr 568 million in 
taxes were taken from Reunion in 1975, the figure was Fr 1,158 million in 1979. 


Giscard's change led to some 40,000 people of Reunion being sent to France as emi- 
Grants between 1974 and 1981 despite the uncertainty of obtaining employment there. 
We could go on indefinitely with this list of all the bad changes produced in our 
country by Giscard's economic and social policies. We would also have to comment

on the disastrous record of his policy in ideological and cultural terms: Never 
before had the people of Reunion been so despised, humiliated, mistreated, attacked, 
wounded in his soul, his dignity, his pride.

DPRK CULTURAL EXCHANGE PROGRAM

[Text] Senegal and the Democratic People's Republic of Korea [DPRK] signed yes- 
terday afternoon in Dakar an agreement on a program of cultural exchanges for 
the next 2 years. On the Senegalese side the program was signed by Assane Seck, 
minister of state for cultural affairs, and on the Korean side the program was 
signed by Choe Kwang Kuk, DPRK ambassador in Dakar. The two figures expressed 
their satisfaction with the program, which underlines the desire of the two 
count ies to pursue and strengthen cooperation between Dakar and Pyongyang. 


In the cultural sphere each party commits itself to organize in the other's terri- 
tory programs designed to illustrate aspects of its culture by means of artistic 
performances, to promote friendship and understanding between the two peoples and 
to arrange for the exchange of programs and experiences. The Senegalese will 

send a delegation to remain in the DPRK for 2 weeks. The DPRK is also committed 
to send to Senegal musical documents. Senegalese and North Koreans will encourage 
competent institutions of their countries to study the possibility of cooperation 
in the field of training of Senegalese stage-designers, directors, and choreo- 
graphers. 


In the field of education the two parties will favor exchanges of school curricula 
and manuals. The program will also consider the possibility of exchanging teachers. 


Regarding information, the program encourages the radio and television services of 
the two countries to enter into an agreement to exchange information materials. 


In the field of youth and sports, the two parties will arrange exchanses in such 
areas as juro, volley ball, etc. 


Social action and human development have not been forgotten. The exchange of ex- 
perience in the fields of aid to orphaned children and of social development of 
handicapped persons will be favored. Community development, education and rural 
development, increased opportunities for women, and the opening of positions in 
the field of production for young persons are also questions which the program 
touches on. The Senegalese side would like to benefit from Korean experience in 
the field of training of rural ard urban people.

RESULTS OF NATIONAL ENERGY SAVINGS CAMPAIGN 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 10 Apr 81 p 3 


[Article by Sidy Gay: “National Campaign for Energy Savings: Positive Results, 
More Than 1.5 Billion Senegalese Francs Saved"] 


[Excerpt] The 6 month tween June 1980, and January 1981, devoted to developing 
national awareness, in tne framework of the national campaign for energy savings, 
made it possible to reduce our annual consumption of energy by at least 3 percent. 


This percentage represents a volume of nearly 24,000 metric tons of oil. It con- 
stitutes the difference between our energy consumption in 1980 and that in 1979. 
This overall figure, which includes all of the petroleum products, as well as gas 
and its by-products presently consumed in Senegal (propane, butane, gasoline, super 
quality gasoline, gas-oil, fuel oil, diesel fuel, etc.), amounts in value to more 
than 1.5 billion of our francs. 


In effect, our imports of crude oil, which amounted to nearly 800,000 tons in 1979, 
by the end of 1980 declined by more than 45,000 tons. However, in reconsidering 
these figures in their entire context, we could conclude that the skyrocketing 

price of oil, which continued during the past year, had something to do with this 
decrease in consumption. If that is true to some extent, Ndiawar Fall, director of 
energy affairs, states that the incidence of the increase in prices has not affected 
national consumption in any decisive way. 


The sharp increase in the cost of petroleum has occurred since 1973, and since that 
date our consumption of energy has not stopped growing. On the average this increase 
has been on the order of 9.0 percent between 1970 and 1979. This has been a con- 
stant trend which leads the director of energy affairs to conclude that, without 

the impact of the national awareness campaign, there would have been a tendency to 
increase consumption more or less equivalent to the past. 


This year, Fall indicates, not only has there not been an increase in consumption, 
as the experience of these past 10 years would have led us to believe, but, even 
better, consumption has decreased by around 3 percent compared with last year. 


Certainly, that decrease is not much, compared with the financial costs resulting 
‘roa the increase in prices (the price of oil increased by more than 65 percent 
between 1979 and the present). However, from the point of view of the quantities 

ec! oil consumed we can say that the campaign of national awareness has made it pos- 
sitle for us to reduce our annual consumption by 12 percent. 
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In his view this percentage is much closer to the reality, since it reflects simul- 
taneously the halt in the constant growth of consumption since 1970 (9.0 percent 

on the average) and the real decrease of 3 percent recorded this year in terms of 
national consumption of energy. 


Therefore, this amounts to saying that if the price of oil had remained at the 1979 
level, our petroleum bill, which amounted to 50 billion of our francs at the end of 
1979, would have reflected a decrease equivalent to 3 percent, or 1.5 billion of 
our francs, thanks to the 6-months' program of national awareness.

\t the end of April a minister was wounded in an attack in Uganda. A week earlier 
prominent parliamentarian of President Obote's ruling UPC (Uganda People's 
Congress) was murdered. Since the start of the year attacks on barracks and 
ilitary posts have increased. UPC party headquarters was attacked and even 
Kampala’s radio station was the garget of an (unsuccessful) attack. 


m the other hand there are the growing numbers of atrocities by undisciplined 
overnment troops. It is chiefly in the West Nile Province, Idi Amin's home 
sround, where they have been rampaging just as awfully as the notorious dictator's 


soldiery once did among the Acholi.

Uganda with about a thousand fighters. Museveni has had some experience in 
guerrilla warfare: he apprenticed with the FRELIMO liberation movement in 
Mogambique.
